The explosion of feeling 
which followed could not be controlled. 

The platform was a sight of sights I 
Officers and bandsmen had to squeeze 
themselves into all kinds of uncomfort- 
able postures In order to obtain sitting 
accommodation. Be-starred and white 
S'ed eomrades of both sexes formed a 
liberal sprinkling of the packed mass. 
White - aproned Salvation nurses 
formed a picturesque group in one 
corner. C. D. O'B from everywhere In 
the country were present, while a patch 
of bright verroilllon and a broad ex- 
panse of umbrella betokened the pres- 
ence of the Inevitable Joe the Turk. 

As the Commander asked the ques- 
tion In the song, "Will you not enlist 
with me and a gallant soldier be 7" a 
voice from one of the galleries, thun- 
dered out, "Sure I" 

More applause followed, for the senti- 
ment was a universal one. Silence was 
at last obtained by the announcement 
nf prayer by the Consul. 

The Commander, in h!s Introductory 
address, said, "If New York comes 
lost it is by no means least. The cam* 
palgn now drawing to a close has 
linked en? hearts to yours, General, 
as never before. Your trip has been a 
magnificent panorama of successful 
events from the time the President so 
graciously reeelved you at the White 
House to the time of your standing 
on this platform. Of the strain of 117 
meetings you have conducted In our 
midst wc arc not unmindful, nor'of the 
165,000 peoplo you have faced in the 
largest and most splendid buildings 
which eould be presented for your 
gatherings, nor of the 9,400 miles you 
have travelled In the prosecution of this 
tour. In the sixty-ninth year of your 
life you have gone without a single 
day of rest In our midst. From the 
bottom of cur hearts. Central,

We have come near to breaking one of 
the commandments In envying Boston 
the privilege of celebrating your sixty- 
ninth birthday. Never mind ! We will 
re-celebrate It here ! 

"We thank God for. the 1,200 souls 
who have fallen at the Mercy Heat 
during your tour. We love you, Gen- 
eral, and we want you to know that 
our Salvationist hearts have been 
linked to yours as never before. God 
bless you, General I" 

The meeting was then handed over 
to the chairman of the evening, Bishop 
Andrews, of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, for whom a Ereetlng was asked 
by the Commander, and heartily given. 



The Bishop remarked, humorously : 
"What shall one do that comes after 
the king ?" The reverend gentleman 
then launched forth Into a lengthy and 
Interesting summary of the General's 
life, which was frequently applauded. 

Everyone rose to their feet, waved 
flags, song-sheets and bandannas, hal- 
lowed, cheered, bawled, whistled, nnrt 
howled, whilst those who were fortun- 
ate enough to possess brass Instru- 
ments only saved their throats and 
lunga at the expense of the ear-drums 
of the audience when the General rose. 

The General wonderfully warmed up 
to his subject. He simply poured out 
his soul upon the audience, backing 
home his conclusions with an abund- 
ance of trite, catchy Illustrations from 
actual life which could not fail of their 
mark. 

"Which way Is it eomlng ?" . . . 
"Which way is he coming 7" This 
question in Its two forms was repeated 
over and over by the constantly In- 
creasing crowd in Union Square on 
Saturday afternoon before the arrival 
of the Army's March Fast. 

The General toon nls position at me 
front of the stand at Union Square 
while around the corner came the 
cavahy representatives of the Salva-- 
tlon Army. The infantry came on in 
good order behind. 

Several of the Chief Divisional Offi- 
cers were on horseback, but others 
were In the ranks, leading on the other 
officers and the soldiers. As these Sal- 
vationists approached the grand stand, 
they waved their caps and saluted the 
General ; he, in turn, sent back a 
greeting of appreciation. 

There was a great waving of flags 
and a great playing of musie, hut 
above It all soon rose distinctly the 
voices which signalled the approach of 
one nf the most touching features of 
the march. The first float was one 
filled with Junior Soldiers, whose

from the junction of Forty-seventh 
Street and Seventh Avenue, was pre- 
ceded by a force of twelve men from 
the street-cleaning department. Each 
man was provided with a new, spotless 
white hag for the eollectlon of refuse, 
and the little group was accompanied 
by a light cart into which the bags 
were emptied alone the rsuie. Surely 
this Is a most encouraging sign when 
even the city police 'make arrange- 
ments to prepare the way for the feet 
of the saints ! 

Sunday dawned In a tearful . mood, 
as if realising that It was to be the 
last Sabbath of our bTave old leader's 
presence In America. Nevertheless, as 
If to hearten us with the reminder 
that, please God, we shall have him 
with us again, on a happy day to eome, 
the sun peeped occasionally through 
the canopied clouds, arid for a couple 
of hours of mid-morning held back the 
showers. 

When the General stepped forward, 
it was with almost a breezy alertness. 
For an hour he enlarged upon a brief 
text as few mpn could have clone from 
an entire chapter. 

Quietly, gently, with a very pathetic, 
subdued personality, our great-hearted 
old hero began to direct the attention 
of men and women to their souls. Here 
and there was heard a quick sigh, a 
smothered sob, a pp-lnful movement. 
The General, inconceivably fatigued 
though he must have been, clung to 
the direction of the meeting. 

Only a few moments and then a man 
came forward. Hallelujahs I A wo- 
man qulekly followed. Another. A 
third. Two men. A fourth woman. 
And then, the Spirit of God sweeping 
impetuously over the audience, moment 
by moment the number Increased until 
at the close of the meeting twenty- 
four souls had found the verification 
of that blessedness of whleb the Gen- 
eral spoke. 

It was then that Commissioner Nlcol, 
unmindful of propriety and altogether 



even aefore they reached the piace 
wlipre he stood. 

More officers on foot followed. After 
that came a second float, called the 
"Salvage Corner," a living pleture of 
the way In which some branches of the 
Social department seek to uplift those 
who are lowest down who are willing 
to work. On this lloat were Salvation- 
ists most busily employed In showing 
their men the mysterlea of paper-sort- 
ing, while on the outer eanvas there 
was displayed the encouraging sign, 
"Waste of the Home. Giving Work to 
the Unemployed." 

The German contingent showed up 

After theHe came the float of the 
Knights of Hope, showing our Prison 
Brigades at work dealing with the 
men In their cells, and in this way 
preparing them for the braneh repre- 
sented by the previous float. 

The Slum Nursing work was repre- 
sented by the last float, on whleh a 
trained nurse was seen bandaging' a 
wounded arm, and apparently doing 
It very well, in spite of the awkward 
shaking produced by the movement of 
the wagon over the cobblestones. 

Of course the central point of the 
whole open-air engagement was the 
address of the General to hiB troops 
and friends. It was short but pointed: 

"My comrades, I have come out to 
see you. As I look at your faces I feel 
that I hove

as soldiers and warriors. You are en- 
iif.tprt In a holv war, pledged to fight 
against sin and the world and all the 
devils; pledged .to fight for the em- 
ancipation of your fellow-men. Fight 
on ! May you be a power of blessing, 
not only to America, but also to the 
whole world. God bless America I God 
bless the whole world ! And Cod bless 
everybody who Is trying to do good ! 

Commander Booth-Tucker remained 
to carry on the second part of the 
reviow ; that Is, the open-air meeting. 
There were some especially Interesting 
slde-llghts to this meeting. One was 
the eare and courtesy of the pollee de- 
partment. The march, as it start :d 
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calling npen the audience to testify 
their satisfaction hy jumping, himself 
performed the hallelujah saltatory In 
presence of an astonished people. 

The sun, out but an hour, promptly 
withdrew, and three hours later there 
boomed a tremendous thunderstorm. 

The rattle and roar of the storm had 
died off Into the usual quasi silence of 
a city Sunday, by 3 o'clock. 

Happily, the first two or three hours 
of the afternoon were sufficiently 
uuiesi-ent to encourage a large number 
of peuple to make the venture. The 
Academy of Music Is a huge auditor- 
ium, huge enough to accommodate a 
great many hundreds of people, yet 
the floor, even to the walls of the foyer, 
the family circle and the proscenium 
boxes were thoroughly filled when the 
Commander gave out the opening song. 

When the General sprang forward- 
tor he never merely steps forward ; 
there Is alertness and youthful eager- 
ness always In tbe movement— the aud- 
ienee seemed for a time unwilling that 
he should enter upon his.address, but 
it was with a cordial and most kindly 
willingness 

A summary of one of the General's 
addresses la always Impossible for two 
reasons ; first, hecause It cannot in 
Itself be summarized ; and again, be- 
cause one always gets so enthralled 
with the speaker that one forgets alto- 
getner the necessity of taking notes. 

In this Instance the General delivered 
himself so searchlngly personal and In- 
timate a warning against disobedience 
to God that mar.;- a scul there present 
trembled before him. Never during the 
series of meetings has the General been 
move powerful, more appalling, mere 
tender, more convincing. Ae he spoke, 
the great dun-colored clouds outside 
rolled up from tbe South and a furious, 
sharp,

The rain .beat with tremendous im- 
petus upon the great hollow roof of the 
theatre, and the thunder roared and

centre of the orchestra, arose and 
walked deliberately down the long 
aisle to the extemporized penitent 
form.

Again, at an houi 
far In advance of the time appointed 
that the doors were to open for the 
creatures of earth to pass into safety 
from the elements, the crowd began 
to surge about the front entrance, be- 
neath the sheltering porch of the opera 
house. 

By B o'clock the floor and first gallery 
were well filled ; a fact, considering 
the disagreeabTeness of the weathsgi 
that ought to have surprised every- 
budy lacking uuLii.

As the General took up his position 
on the platform he was greeted by a 
mighty ehout of Joy from the largo 
audience, whleh was greatly intensified 
by the terrific blare of brass and crash 
of drums. 

Our beloved General, through whom 
we have received so much Inspiration 
and blessing during the past week, 
stepped to the front and expressed his 
delight at the gratifying spiritual re- 
sults of yeBterday. "It was a good 
day," he said, "and we ought to bo 
glad." "Amen !" responded the audi- 
ence. He was very mueh encouraged, 
and believed for similar vietorles to- 
day.

The Commander promptly opened 
with the song:, "On the Cross," but at 
the second ; verse the' General relieved 
him and lined It out. himself, and then, 
urged the audience to sing as they 
were, expected to sing at the 
Metropolitan Opera.

It seemed as 
if the General wan more vig- 
orous than in any , of his preceding 
meetings here, and took hold of things ■ 
from the outset. As he opened up with 
his discourse the audience beeame so 
hushed and still In their Intense interest 
that their forms and faces looked as 
If they were painted on a wall or can- 
vas.

The life we refer to Is that of 
William Booth's, General of the Sal- 
vation Army. Filly-three years ago 
he started out to seek the salvation of 
men. The desire for the salvation of 
men became the ail-absorblitg pass.on 
of his life and he has shaped his course 
consistently with tbat purpose till the 
present day when we celehrate the 
sixty-ninth birthday _ of his truly 

Speaking of the beginning of his 
publle career— the time of Ills conver- 
sion to God, at the age of fifteen, when 
he made tbe deelslon to live on this 
pattern, he says, "I felt that I ought 
not only to cease doing the tblngs thai 
were displeasing to G=d, and to em- 
brace with gratitude all the beauty 
uiiu blc=c3r.c== v.h'.ch He offered «.*• 
bring Into my own heart and life, but 
that I ought to devote myself, with all 
my powers, and all my might, to that 
course of action whleh would be most 
likely to advance His honor and carry 
out His wishes on earth." 

"The doing of this . . . Ineluded 
... the giving tip of myself to ad- 
vance to the uttermost of my ability 
the highest interests of my fellow- 
men." 

Here we see the foundation principles 
of this remarkable life.— 1. Abstinence 
from wrong doing. 2. A state of yleld- 
ednees of heart to God. 3. A whole- 
hearted eufiaeci'ttlior. tu seeking the 
highest Interests of men. This latter. 
It may be mentioned, Is an almost 
certain result of a sincere carrying out 
of the first and second. 

Further on In the same article from 
which we have quoted, the General 
tells how the Poverty and Social Mis- 
eries of the People oppressed him ; he 
tells how the sight uf them wallowing 
In drunkenness and debauchery stirred 
hlB soul, and how he ftaw that much 
of the people's misery was Increased 
and perpetuated under the unjust laws 
beneath whleh they were burdened, till 
he even despaired of helping them In 
this world and said, "If we cannot 
save them for time, we will save them 
for eternity." Later on, however, he 
found that the miseries from' whleh he 
Huuglit to save men In the next world 
were substantially the same as those 
from which he found them suffering in 
this, and that they proceeded from the 
same caUBe— that la, from man's, alien- 
ation from, and rebellion against, God. 
and from his own disordered dispos- 
itions and appetites. 

He says, "I saw that these made his 
outward hell— the hell of poverty, 
drunkenness, debauchery, crime, slav- 
ery, war and every other form of out- 
ward misery. 

"I pereelved, also, that these things 
produced the Inward hell of ungovernel 
lust, pasBlon, Jealousy, envy, pride and

when the blessing gets past the sen=es 
of the eye and ear, past the brain 
and mind, into the most hidden corner 
of the heart and the sacred recesses 
of the soul— even memory Is apt to 
make light of details in its effort to 
retain the impression of the whol'. 
This Is my sorry plight In my attempt 
to speak of the meetings at Port 
Arthur and Rat Portage. 

With the echoes of the Massey Hull 
farewell still ringing In our ears, we 
boarded tlie West bound train at To- 
ronto, and were Joined by ' the party 
at Peterboro, where they had con- 
ducted a lively and blessed meeting 
on the evening previous. The only 
sad Incident of the Journey was that 
Ensign Welch and little Willie warred 
against the laws of gravity and diges- 
tion with disastrous results to their 
e<iuinamlty. 

Port Arthur people turned out well 
and filled the Town Hall nleely. Mayor 
Stark made an excellent speeeh. whleh 
might well be used as a mudel of 
brevity and kind sympathetic expres- 
sion. Ensign Morris and Captains Le. 
coca and Bloss— the Klondike trio — 
sang, "Yesterday, to-day, forever Jesus 
Is the same,". which Impressive song 
never falls to draw out the best emo- 
tlons of the audience. The Commis- 
sioner waa greeted with tremendous 
applause. Before taking up the subjeet 
of the meeting Bhe introduced

little Willie, who, with a big brimmed 
felt hat, belonging to one of the party, 
made his debut by singing, "Let a 
little sunshine In." 'Rvory henrt was 
captivated by the sweet voice whleh, 
with quaint precision, clearly and dis- 
tinctly sung cich stanza right into the 
affections— and who may say not also 
Into the consciences— of men and wo- 
men. 

The Commissioner spoke feelingly 
about the great care mothers should 
exercise In the brlnglng-up of the little 
onus and for the directing of tbclr 
pliable thought Into channels that lead 
beyond the stars to the things of ever- 
lasting beauty. Many handkerchiefs— 
some edged with black— were employed 
to wipe away the tears that glistened — 
gems of emotion made visible.

NOW TO* BOSTON 

Thursday, April 7th. 
S5j£&ES T was a long and tiring day's 
lHlsir ride from Roehester to tlie 
fRfflHa city of Boston, but the end 
■*■**» eame at last, and at. n:H>«y« 
steamed Into the station, outside which 
a platform had been ereeted, where an 
enormous crowd of excited people had 
congregated, who shouted and sang, 
and hurrahed, and burned their red 
Area, and gave utterance In every form 
tbey could conceive of, to their Joy at 
seeing the General. 

The Mayor, His Honor Joslah Qulncy, 
a gentleman of striking appearance 
and generous sympathies, was to wel- 
come and present me' with the free- 
dom of the city. It was long before the 
jubilant feelings of the 3,000 or 4.000 
people allowed him to proceed, but 
when sufficient quietness had been ob- 
tained, he discharged his duty in a 
very gentlemanly manner, I followed, 
remarking that I hod been enquiring 
how I could be made art. American 
without ceasing to ba an Englishman, 
but that I thought that Boston had 
solved the problem, and being a citizen 
of the city I could not be far from be- 
ing a subject of the nation, I told 
them what was nothing more than 
the simple truth, how glad I was to 
see tbem again. 

SflOD SBIDAY. 

April 8th. 

At 10:30 officers' meetings. A beau- 
tiful, earnest and willing people. 

3:00. Ditto. 

8:00. The M'elccme !n the Tremont 
Temple, Tnis is a line building and we 
had a fine meeting In It. The Governor 
of the State of Massacbusets presided, 
while the Mayor made a strong speech 
In support of the Army afterwards.

It was a memorable day, being <not 
only the anniversary of the resurrec- 
tion of my Master, but of the day in 
which I eame into the world.
